having submitted their dispute to ihe international court, the 
nations concerned should afterwards be at liberty to take such 


r1 steps, including war, as they might choose. 


It is contended by those who think this plan unsatisfactory 


•that its effect would be rather to postpone war than .to enforce 
peace. 
On the other hand, it is maintained that such postpone- 


ment would oiten, if not always, obviate war. 
Viscount Grey 


himself declared that a little delay gained in 1914 would ha\v 
prevcrtul tiv war. The chief causes of war under the present 
system—the danger oi1 budden and unexpected attack, and ignor- 
ance a.3 to the reiti issi es at stake—would be eliminated. The 
peoples vould not be rj.'hed into "war through fear, and they would 
not be "bluffed" into wars of aggression, because they would have 
the real points 01 disput placed before them. 


The IAMJJUI. oi Nations Society in England goes a step fur- 


ther. It advocates that the nations joining the league should 
definitely bind therr.:5el\ Co to accept the decision of the interna- 
tional tribunal on all matters covered by treaty or international 
law, and t^:u H the event of any nation refusing to abide by such 
s decision, it jliuuld become the common enemy of nil other na- 


Tht're 1-1. however, a class of disputes which does not come 


undci this hoaciing, and in which the English League of Nations 
Society would not make the decision of the international court 
ncctvsavily binding. 
A.J examples of such disputes may be men- 


tioned those aiisinsr through racial rivalry or prejudice, trade am- 
bitions, questions of finance, territorial concessions, etc. In such 
cases, aecouunj; to ti:c idea of the English society, war v/ould ,ctill 
be "Jegid".
